Louis K. Howe, prominent 
news' 


paper man and writer, for many yean 
sdltor and publisher of the Sheboygan 
Wisconsin Herald, the oldest surviving 
printer

died at his home Sheboygan, \VIs., th 
past week, aged 67 years.

.1 Hanover, N. H., Dartmouth's college 
>wn, Mr. Howe, was president ot the

corresponded 
with 
many 
celebrated 
figures In American history and this 
correspondence now preserved in trio 
state's public libraries, is of much in- 
;erest and value. 
In 1S79 -Mr. Howe started the Plym- 
olh, Wis., Sun. 
In 1SS8 he purchased 
tho Sheboygan Herald, which, under his 
management soon became the largest 
Knglieh weekly In tho country and of 
the largest circulation. Mr. Howe was 
nuch occupied in local antiquarian re- 
search and his literary labors have fre- 
quently appeared for years in the Chi- 
cago Tribune, • Milwaukee Free Press, 
Sentinel and Journal as well as the 
ocal press. 
He also saw the beauties 
and groteSQueness of America's shore 
ce in winter and his photos of such 
scenes have appeared in many maga- 
zines through ~~ifieworld. 
Mr. Howe 
possessed a genial disposition and made 
Iricnds readily. He was always a stu- 
dent and delved into the early histoiy 
of Sheboygan county until for years ho 
was recognized as tho best posted man 
n tho county on its history. Mr. Howe 
svas a leader among men and his opln- 
on was sought un many matters of im- 
portance and valued. 
"From a family of thirteen brothers 
and sisters, Mr. Howe Is the last to pass 
away except one, Klbridge Howe, who 
itill lives at Peterboro, N. H."

Registration for war purpose shows 


the American people to be a hundred 
per cent patriotic. Mo one should be 
.rnisled by apparent discrepancies be- 
tween the total number registered and 
.the forecast given out by the census 


office. 
Approximately 9,500,000 men 


registered while the estimate o£ the 
census officials of the total number of 
males in the country with the regis- 
tering age was 10,298,000. 


• Tho census officials admit two er- 


-rors in their estimate: first, their fall- 
ing to take account of the men in the 
military service not required to reg- 
. is^r; second, their failing to take In- 
to consideration the fact that immi- 
gration has almost 
entirely 
ceased 
: since the war began. 


A third source of error should be 


frankly stated. 
One would not ex- 


pect the census officials to acknow- 
.ledgs it. The census figures them- 
selves were not 
accurate. 
Padding 


the. census returns has long been one 
'of the diversions of our enterprising 
cities. 
:' The census is taken under political 
auspices, by political appointees, and 
the population count is paid for by 
••the' head. 
It Is natural to expect 


therefore, that a good many heads are 
; reported from such sources as politl- 
. clans draw on when they need to pat 


- the registry books. 
The population o: 


many a booming western city is made 
to look very fine in the census returns 
particularly if such city Is running a 
close race with a rival. 


It was a mistake for the govern- 


ment to permit tho census officials to 
give out a lot of misleading figures be- 
fore-the registration took place. Heg 
istratlon Is based on oath. The count o 
population was a political count, pad- 
ded by speculation and checked up by 


. .nobody. The registration is a nearer 


index today of population than any 


.count taken for many years. 


Communities 
which 
show a high 


per cent taken in registration are com- 


vmunlties to which there has been a 


• heavy shift of population. Commun • 


• ities showing a low rate of registra- 
•' tton are "those for which the returns 
\. .were inflated In 1910. The young men

The next loan for tho cause of na- 


tional defense and liberty 
will 
bo 


asicr to float, provided the govern- 
nent has the bonds printed in^ad-

ot unlikely that if this plan had been 
'ollowed in connection with the first 
oan it would have 
been 
over-sub- 


scribed even to a far greater extent. 


Also, when the next lonn is floated, 
he uncertainty as to what taxes we 
iliall have to pay will have been re- 
moved, and there la no doubt that this 
uncertainty kept many patriotic peo- 
ple from subscribing to the first loan, 
or limited their subscriptions.

Many of these children aro orphans 
without homo or relatives, some griev- 
ously wounded. 
Most of thorn suffer 


from a peculiar species of• shell-shock 
which afflicts them generally with a 
sort of, tremor not unlike St. Vitus 
danco. 


They h'avo had life and death, hor- 
rors human and Inhuman revealed to 
them In guises so terrible that they 
never wilt bo quite normal ag~ain. All 
aro underfed and frail from confine- 
ment In cellars. Cut off suddenly from 
relatives and friends perhaps two years 
ago, they have continued to live with- 
in a few hundred yards of the front 
Unos, listening always to the thud of 
shells and tho crash 
of explosive, 


until their Idea of heaven is "a place 
that Is very quiet." 


Half-Stcrvcd and Mentally Derang 


The condition of peasant men and 
women who have been living under the 
shadow of tho .invader through tbesa 
long1 months and years ha-s been ba<l 
enough, but tho condition of the half- 
starved, wounded, mentally deranged 
little children has boon "Tar worse. 
All the child re ti were collected and 
shepherded by the first entente troops 
Into the newly occupied areas. Kvery- 
thtngr that can be done " to cure an<3 
care for them Is now being done./coa- 
st ituting ono of the most important 
Immediate tasks of the French commit- 
tees on reconstruction. 
Tho first step 
was to remove them -well behind the 
front areas. Tho so who wore orphans 
were taken far away from tho sight 
and sound of sheila, many of them to 
the south of France. The mildest cases 
were there put under the care of farm 
mothers. The more serious cases must 
of course be kept under close medical 
supervision in special institutions. 
Children who were not orphans w 
not, usually, taken aw.iy from the clto- 
trlct. ' Mothers or grandmothers could 
not bear to part xvlth them altogether 
so they were placed on farms neatliy 
where it is possible for the parents to 
visit them frequently. 
-1OO "Wounded Children Ln Hospital 


One French organization has a hos- 
pital with 400 child patients all under 
12 years of a^e, most of them vrournJ- 
ed. Some have lost legs or arms, oth- 
ers their sight, others are 
suffering 
from brain fever or a puzzling anaemia 
under which they rapidly waste- away. 
"They aro tbo victims of tho ruth- 
leBsness of modern warfare," aatd tho 
head of the hospital, a French woman 
wearing the uniform or the French | 
Red Cross. "There la no bettor argu- 1 
mcnt against war than to sea those 
mutilated little victims wlio will nev- 
er play or enjoy life as otTier chil- 
dren do. 
They are mere shadows of 
childhood. It is difllcult to make thorn 
talk and they tremble and start at any 
no I so or suilden movement.

• registered while the estimate of the 


census officials of the total number of 
males in the country with the regis- 
tering age was 10.29S.OOO. 
. The census officials admit two er- 
rors in their estimate: first, their fall- 
ing to take account of tho men in the 
military service not required to reg- 
ister; second, their falling to take in- 
to consideration the fact that immi- 
gration has almost 
entirely 
ceased 


since the war began. 


A third source of error should be 


frankly stated. 
One would not ex- 


" pect the ' census officials to acknow- 


ledge it. 
The census 
figures 
them- 


Eelves were not 
accurate. 
Padding 


the census returns has long been one 


>o[ tho diversions of our enterprising 
cities.

The census is taken under political 


•• auspices, by political appointees, and 
' the population count is paid for by 
• the 
head'. 
It is natural to expect, 


'_ therefore, that a good many heads are 
: reported from, such sources as politl- 
.. clans draw on when they need to pad 


the registry books. The population of 


• many a booming western city Is made 


to look very fine in the census returns, 
particularly if such city is running a 


• close race with a rival. 


It waa a mistake for tho govern 


ment to permit the census officials to

: fore the registration took place. Reg- 
istration is based on oath. The count of 
population was a. political count, pad- 
ded by speculation and checked up by 
nobody. The registration Is a nearer 


/ index today of population than any 
' count taken for many years.

munities to which there has been a 


; heavy shift of population. Commun- 


ities showing a low rate of registra- 


tion are those for which the returns

;,. were Inflated in 1910. The young men

The next loan for the cause of na- 


tional defense and liberty

lim that for which he paid. 
It is 


not unlikely that if this plan had been 
followed In connection with tho first 
Joan it would have 
been 
over-sub- 


scribed even to a far greater extent. 


Also, when the next loan Is floated, 


the uncertainty as to what taxes we 
shall have to pny will havo been re- 
moved, and there is no doubt that this 
uncertainty kept many patriotic peo- 
ple from subscribing to the first loan, 
or limited their subscriptions.

Denounces Sentiment Abroad 


In U. S. Against "Fighting 
England's War" 


"Any Man Who Hates Eng- 


land More Than He Loves 
U. S. Should be Run Out" 


OYSTER BAT, N. Y., June Ifl.—Col. 


Theodore Roosevelt in an address here 
last nteht in behalf of the Reel Crosa, 
denounced the sentiment abroad In tho 
United States 
D gainst "fighting Eng- 


land's war." 


"Any man who hates England moro 


than ho loves the United States should 
be thrown from the country," ho Bald. 
Tho colonel demanded that Americans 
curtail their pleasures for the period 
of tho war and Instead" give the mon- 
ey they might uso in such frivolities 
to the Red Cross or other rollef work. 


The colonel pointed to tho lesson uf 
war film the audience had seen 
earlier, saying: 
"Such pictures as 
you have- seen 
actually occurred in Europe, The only 
reason U has not happened to us since 
April 2 lu because of the British fleet 
and the British and French armies, 
Ours Is an Ignoble safety. 
We will 
^et victory this time because of our 
far sigh tort allies. .Some" future time, 
If. wo are not ready, we will go dosvn 
In un pi tied disaster, 
"There actually have been Americans 
who recently have boon saying- '"Why 
should we fight on tho same side as 
England, our ancient foe?'

Abraham Lincoln's rule holds good for 
nations.

The 'condition of peasant men and 


womon who have been living under the 
ehadov/ of the invader through the so 
long months and years has boen bat' 
enough, but the condition of the^half- 
Btarv-ed, wounded, mentally derangot 
little 'Children has been fa'r worse. 
All the children were collected ant 
shepherded by the first entente troops 
Into the newly occupied areas. .Every- 
thing that cnn be done to cure anc 
care for them is now being done, con- 
stituting one of the most Important 
Immediate tasks of the French, commit- 
tees on reconstruction. 
Tho first step 
was to remove them well behind the 
front areas. Those who were orphans 
were taken far away from tho Eight 
and sound of shells, muny of them to 
the south of France.
